Philadelphia. Jan. 6.— The answer 
«f O. B. Markle ft Company, Independ- 
ent coal operators, to the demands of 
the miners, has been made public 
. here. 

It was written by jQbn Markle, man* 
•ging partner of the firm. The sUte- 
■ent Is in part as follows: "The firm 
employs about 2,400 men, and many 
of its employes reside in Freeland and 
Hazleton. The lessees erected and 
own all the improvements upon the 
property, including breakers, stores, 
shops and tenement houses. From 
the time of my first connection with 
the business in 1880, there have al- 
ways been a resident physician and 
assistant physician upon the proprrty, 
until recently, with the exception of 
a short interval. The firm selected 
the head t>hy8ician, who chose his as- 
sistants, and we collected 75 cents a 
month for the mani'Ml niou and 50 
cents a month for the single men over 
SI, and the amount collected was paid 
over to tl)e physician without charge 
or deduction therefor. This arrange^ 
nieiit was not compulsory upon the 
men of families. 

"In the early part of 1898 my wife 
employed, at her own osponae. a 
trained nurse to look after the sick, 
and later, when this nurse retired, an- 
other nurse from St. Luke's hospital 
In Bethlehem, took her place, who in- 
troduced the system in district nurs- 
ing in the borough of Jeddo, and in 
the neighboring villages. Stores for 
the sale of general merchandise and 
of miners' supplies havo always been 
maintained upon the property, and 
have been and are an accommodation 
to the men and their families. The 
men have never been required to deal 
there. The men did not make any 
complaint of the method until April 
1902. 

The answer denies excessive dock 
ing, unfair treatment and a change in 
the sise of the ears. 

Referring to the appointment of the 
commission, Mr. Markle says: "We 
had not been parties to the corre 
spondence under which the anthracite 
strike commission was appointed and 
the strike declared off. We were not 
willing to permit our men to return 
to work without distinct understand- 
ing that they would abide by the 
award to be made by the commission. 
Notlcf was ai'i'c.idiiif-vy ii.isl.il that 
those wishing to uecure employment 
should oall at the offlce. When this 
notice was posted we were informed 
that some of the men objected upon 
the ground that the men should be 
taken back in a body, and the rumor 
was started to the effect that they 
would be required to sign an iron-clad 
agreement, as a condition of going to 
work. Many of the notices were torn 
down, pickets were stationed In the 
neii^borhood of the olBco and along 
th6 lines of road, to prevent the men 
from coming to the offlce, where they 
misht ha.e defined the truth and ar- 
ranged for a resumption of work." 

"Meanwhile I had been Informed 
that the same men who hi|d been 
making trouble during the strike 
were taking a leading part in intim- 
idating and threatening. On the 
morning of Monday, Oct 27, 1902, I 
ordered notice to give up possession 
of the house to be served upon 12 meo 
who had been active in preventing 
the men from resuming work. No at- 
tempt was made to collect the arrears 
of rent, which had accrued during the 
strike, said the notice lo quit having 
been served Oct. 27. judgment In 
ejection was entered Nov. 5, and the 
parties evicted on Nov. 9, 1902." 

Tho net earnings of the evicted men 
for the year 1901, according to the 
statement, varied from |360 to |1,000. 

The answer further states that the 
father of the boy Chappie was killed

time of his death. Rls earnings for 
the previous six months, from Febru- 
ary to July, inclusive, amounted to 
$330. Mrs. Chippie paid nothing on

states. The answer asserts tliat his 
wife did not die In con.sequence of the

TRAIN WRECKED. 



ICnglncer Is Killed and Tweaty-elght 
Persons Are lajared. 

Birmingham, Ala., Jan. 6. — In a 
Wreck on the Southern railway near 
Jlenryellen. 15 miles east of this city, 
one person was killed and 28 others 
slightly ihjured. For more than five 
hours no news of the wreck could be 
obtained on account of Its isolated lo- 
cation, and as the relief train sent 
from this city was delayed fully that 
long, tho anxiety was inereased. The 
wreck occurred on a curve In the edge 
of a long cut and was caused by the 
spikes in the rails being cut by a pre- 
ceding freight train, which had gone 
three miles with one of the wheels on 
the cross ties. Not knowing of the 
accident, the frciRht train crow had 
left no warning to the oncoming pas- 
senger train, and when the engine 
pulling the long train from Atlanta 
struck the Insecure rail, it jumped the 
track and turned completely oyer, 
crushing Engineer White to death be- 
neath it. The baggage car fell against 
the side of the cut and was partly 
saved from demolition. The combina- 
tion express and mail car split in two. 
lengthwise, part of it falling against 
the wreckage of the baggage oar. All 
of the passenger coaches were derail- 
ed but were kept almost In an upright 
position by the side of the wall of 
the high out, and few of tho passen- 
gers were seriously Injured. 

Rioting Is Fesred. 
La Ouayra. Jan. S. — The Dutch con- 
sul here saw tho captain of the Hrlt- 
ish cruiser Tribune and secured per- 
mission for a steamer of the Dutch 
line to call off LaQuayra Jan. 7 and 
take on board Dr. Van Leydon. the 
Dutch minister to Venezuela, who is 
in ill health. . Half the clerks employ- 
ed in the customs house here have 
been discharged. This means eutUng 
off the revenue ^ f 60 or more famines. 
The LaQuayra customs house will bo 
closed at once. About 800 stevedores 
are at present without employment 
and rioting Is feared. The govern- 
ment will doubtless have to employ 
urgent measures to maintain quiet. 
The captain of the Tribune has sent 
a message to the prefset of this port 
commending the behavior of the Ven- 
ezuelan authorities up to the present 
time, but saying he would hold him, 
the prefect, responsible for any in- 
Jury to the persons or property of 
British, German and Italian subjects. 

Test Naval VsMel. 

Boston, Jan. 6. — After waiting for 

two days for good weather, the tor- 
pedo boat destroyer MacDonough, 
built by the Foir River Ship & En- 
gine company of Quincy, Mass., was 
successfully speeded over a meas- 
ured mile off Wood End. Province- 
town. She exceetled her contract re- 
quirement of 28 knots, making one leg 
at a rate of 28.66. The best two runs 
over the mile averaged 28.02, which 
was the speed which gained her ac- 
ceptance by the government board. 
This trial was so encouraging that at 
its conclusion It was decided to try 
another government test, tiiat of an 
endurance run of one hour at a con- 
tinued sp(>ed of 2() knots. This was 
attempted on the trip back to Boston, 
across Cape Cod bay, but after three- 
quarters of the time had been coO' 
sumed a valve blew out and the trial 
was postponed until Tuesday. 

Financial Panic in Caracas. 
Wlllemstad, Island of Curacao, Jan. 
6. — There was a financial panic at 
Caracas Saturday. A large number of 

small traders and private depositors 
went together to the offlce of the bank 
of Venezuela for the purpose of ei^' 
changing the bank's notes for silver. 
The bank refused to exchange 'more 
than $20 worth of notes for any one 
person, and at 4 o'clock In the after- 
noon closed Its doors. The panic con 
tinned. Bills issued by the bank are 
BOW soiling for 80 per eent of their 
face value. The leading firms at 
Caracas, uotwLthstandtng the present 
situation, have presented no notes for 
redemption, as they are all Interested 
in supporting tho bank. 

Noted Chemist Dead. 
SomervUIe, Mass., Jan. 6. — Profes- 
sor Charles J. Bell, for some time pro- 

sor of chemistry In the University of 
Minnesota, died from Bright's disease 
at the residence of his brother. Dr. 
William A. Bell. He was professor 
of chemistry in Pennsylvania state 
college for a time. Later he accepted 
a similar position in the University 
of Minnesota.

Year nf Hard Work Alipad of tbe 
Ptaillpplae CommlssloB to Heet 
IMMealtlee Arlstag la 
the Archipelago. 



Washington, Jan. 5.— The annual re- 
port of the Philippine commission 
and a separate report by Governor W. 
H. Taft, made public at the war de- 
partment, gives a review of the re- 
sults of the year's work of the com- 
mission and contains recommenda- 
tions tor legislative action by 
congress deemed essential to the wel- 
fare of the Islands. 

After reciting a history of the es- 
tabll.'ihment of civil government 
throughout the various provinces. 
Oovenior Tatt In his report says it 
has not been definitely dcterminwl 
what shall be done with respect to 
Mindanao, where, he says, hostility to 
the Americans does not extend be- 
yond the Lake Moros. The Moros. ho 
sa.vK. do not \inderstand popular gov- 
ernment and do not desire it, prefer- 
ring control by dattos. 

Oovemor Tatt tells of the condi- 
tions that have made it necessary for 
the l.-ilands to purelinse about $l.'i,000,- 
000 worth of food on which to live, 
and of tho effects war has had upon 
agriculture, almost the only source of 
wealth in the islands. The greatest 
blow to agriculture, he says, is the 
destruction of about 90 per cent ol 
the water buffalo, on which the culti- 
vation of rice is almost wholly de- 
pendent. 

After speaking of the ravages ol 
Asiatic cholera. Governor Taft says: 
"The bane of Philippine elvilisatioa 
in the past was ladronisro, and. the 
present conditions are most favorable 
for its growth and niaintenance. It 
is not certain whether in the depress- 
ed state of agriculture, with tho temp- 
tations to .ladronism, that the con 
stabulary will be able without the as 
slstance of tho military to stamp it 
out." 

Since the eivil government was 

completely established In the Fili 
plno provinces throughout the archi- 
pelago in July of last year the gov 
emor says an American soldier has 
not been called on once to Are a gun. 
the country having been policed by 
the constabulary, a force of five oi 
six thousand men. 

"It may be," said the governor, 
"that as the conditions grow worse— 
for they are likely to do so before 
they grow better — it will be necessary 
in a provinoo like Cavite, where lad 
ronism sooms Inbred in the people, 
to proclaim martial law, and even tc 
call In the militia to finally suppress 
it. but It is still hoped this may be 
avoided." 

The iadrones of Hollo are charac- 
ised as an organized band of eattla 

thieves. They are being rapidly 
stamped out. Governor Taft says 
that unless Carabao can be replaced 
or other methods of agriculture sub- 
stituted which win prevent these ani- 
mals being indispensable hereafter 
the future for several years has s 
gloomy outlook. 

The depressed condition of agricul- 
ture and the tendency to ladronism in 
the Tagalog and in some of the Visa 
yan provinces does not apply to those 
provinces whoro bemp Is tbo ebiet 
product. 

Throughout the rice and Tagalog 
provlncf>s, however, we must exi)eef 
disturbances from time to timo from 
Iadrones and their assistants, the Kat- 
ipunan societies. On tbo whole there 
is before us a year of the hardest 
kind of work." 

Governor Taft commends to the 
commission tho benefits that might 
accrue from the establishment in the 
Islands of postal savings banks. Gov- 
ernor Taft tells of the recently or 
ganlzed Independent Filipino Cath 
olio church and says the commission 
has stated that It would take no part 
in religious controversies, 

Governor Taft says the figures 
show that for the year ended June 30, 
1998, tbo imports, exclusive of Quar 
termasters' stores, of all goi^s were 
841,000,000, while the exports were 
about $27,000,000. He says capital haa 
seemed to bo timid in coming to the 
Philip^nes. 

Touching n on the organieation of 
labor unions the governor says that 
if properly directed the movement 
may give to tho laboring classes s 
smise of tho diknity of labor and of 
their independence. He regards the 
objection made by the Filipinos to 
the unlimited introduction of Chlnest 
into the Islands to be logical and 
Justified.

Crop Conditions. 
Washington, Jan. B. — The weather 
bureau's monthly summary of cro;. 
conditions is as follows: In the prin- 
cipal winter wheat states the monti 
averaged cold, with more than tne 
usual amount of precipitation. The 
temperature conditions were, how- 
ever, not unfavorable to winter wheat 
until thfl last decade, when the Stater 
of the upper Mississippi and MIssour. 
valleys experienced temperature* 
ranging from zero to 28 degrees br 
low. During this period the Ohio val- 
ley states were generally well pro 
tected with snow covering, but In tho 
central Missi.-'slppi and lower ..-»s- 
Bouri valleys the crop was exposed. 
Only slight damage, however, soonu 
to have resulted, and at the dose ot 
the month the crop appears to be ver>- 
promising. Compl.-iint.s of Injury by 
fly are not extensive and are largel.v 
confined to the Ohio valley.

[noon there was not a very full at- 
ftendance. Hefore the week is far ad- 
fvaneed, however, the senate again 
iwiU be In regular working order and 
khere will he littlo cessation of work 

'before the fourth of March. Tho pro» 
IdlcUon is very general that the re- 
Imainder of the session will be ex- 
ceedingly busy booauso of tbo num- 
ber of Important questions wbieb will 
be pressed for consideration boforo 
final adjournment. 

During tho present week, and prob* 
ably for some time to come, the omnl- 
bus statehood bill will be the ohiet 
topic of discussion on the floor, but 
under the unanimous agreement by 
which the bill was made the unfinish- 
ed business It cannot be taken up any 
day before 2 o'clock. It Is the pur- 
pose of the friends of the bill to press 
its consideration and not to allow the 
bin to be sidetraoked unless under 
very great pressure. Tbo present 
purpose is to give way only for ap- 
propriation bills, lull there are now 
no appropriation bills on the senate 
calendar. It is, however, the purpose 
of the senatorial leaders who oppose 
the statehood bill to press api)roprla- 
tlon bills to the front as rapidly aa 
possible. Senate committee on appro- 
priations immediately will Uke up the 
^?lslatlvo, executive and Judicial ap- 
propriation bill and it will be report- 
•d to the senate as soon as possible. 
It is a bill which demands consider- 
able Investigation and it is not prob- 
able that it will reach the senate 
much before the middle of the month. 
When it is reported the committee 
will seek to secure Its immediate con- 
sideration. 

I The debate on the statehood bill 
has been resumed. Senator Xnlson. nf 
Minnesota, being the first sii. aKc r on 
the list He is a member of Uie com- 
nite on territories and in addition to 
his opposition to the admiss'on of tho 
territories of New Mexico and .Vrl- 
/ona. he is a staunch advocate of the 
bill for the admission of Oklahoma 
land Indian Territory as one state. 
jHls carefully prepared snei eh prob- 
jably will require the greater part of 
two days. Senator Bumbam will be 
lieard next 

Other Republican senators have 
agreed to speak in opposition to the 
>bill and it Is now estimated that there 
•'will be no fewer than 15 antl-stale- 
ihood speeches before consideration ot 
ithe measure is concluded. Some 
Speeches In supi)ort of tho hill are 
'promised but tlie indications are 
^somewhat against delivery of any (.f 
them during the present week, though 
i|t is possible that Senator Poraker. 
who Is an earnest advocate of the 
omnibus bill, may be heard some time 
within the next few days. 
! The time ot the senate each day be- 
tore 2 o'clock will be earnestly con- 
tested for, amoriK the measiiros seek- 
ing early attention being the militia 
'bUl, tbo ImmlgraUon bill, the eight- 
hour government labor bill and the 
Philippine currency bill. There Is a 
disposKlon to nnund the immigration 
bill. The supporters of this measure 
'do not yet seem Inclined to ooMMdo 
the changes demanded. Senator Lodge 
as chairman of the committee on Phil- 
ippines has Klven voice that he will 
press the currency bill as rapidly as 
possible. Senator McComas will urge 
const .[oration ot the eight-hour bill. 

The committee on foreign relations. 
It Is expected, will take up the Cuban 
treaty at its meeting this week, but 
it is doubtful whether It will bo re- 
ported daring the week. Senator Cul- 
lorn says that he will ask the senate 
to give the treaty Its attention at as 
'early a date as practicable If It shall 
ibe reported. 

I A Joint resolution has been intro- 
duced by Senator Morgan directing 
the executive dei)artment to cease ne- 
gotiations with the government ot 
Colombia for right of way fOr aa 
Isthmian canal and to close agree- 
ments with Costa Rica and Nicaragua

Lust mouth the glut id tbe cattle 
market in Chicago cauaed prices to re- 
cede to the loweat recently reached. 
Cattle were sold for t4 75 to $5.25 in the 
moDlli of December that would have 
brought 18 66 to 18 75 at tbe higheat time ^ 
of the year. 

"In view (if tliefaet that the reports in- 
dicate a large supply of cattle on hand in 
Ohloago and other marMta and that the 
wholesale |>rice of cattle has been re- 
duced very greatly, and also that the 
large packers of Chicago hare reduced 
the price, it seemf> 'o me a corresponding 
reduction should be shown in the retail 
pricea. 

"If the people will waken to tbe situa- 
tion and assert their rights, now that 
there ie plenty ot corn and no valid ex 
cuae for fancy pricea, relief will, I be- 
lieve, promptly follow."

It ia said that 
one-half a tableepoonful of the juice to 
a glass of water is a good combination, 
and that trials have demonatraVed it to 
be certain death to eyerj germ. 

In speaking of the discovery, Dr. D, J. 
Healey said that while be bad not tried 
ti^e t-xperiment, he thought that the re- 
port waa true, lie said that it has been 
known for some time that typhoid fever 
germs thrive in an alkaline solution, and 
that acid of any kind waa deatructi^e 
to them. In the treatment of typhoid 
fever patients, diluted hydrochloric acid 
is used. He thouxht thnt the acid 
would serve the aame purpose. 

Lemon Juice is preferable to be used 
in drinking water because of its palata- 
bleness. 

If this discowy be true, by using this 
simple precaution, it is quite possible to 
uvert the dread disease that at certain 
periodo of the year proves ao fatal, in 
loma MCtions of the ooimtry.
